a latch assembly capable of attaching a protruding member (65) even to a latch in 
folded up position, as described in the claim and vice versa, capable of not attaching 
the protruding member to a latch member when in deployed position; 
the protruding member extends outwardly from a body of the sulky (see figure 
below) so that at least a distal end of the protruding member defines an angle from 
30 to 70 degrees with the vertical pivot axis of the sulky (as shown below, the angle 
between the 2 dashed lines); 
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cl. 28: 

the latch assembly is located under the dashboard of the mower (fig 12);

a buttress plate (29), so that a leading portion (79) of the sulky capable of hitting 
the buttress plate;
